FOR EX-CONVICTS 


Almand, in Annual Report, 
Also Urges Rehabilitation 
of Non-Criminals.

Establishment of an institution 
for the rehabilitation of persons 


‘neither criminals nor lunatics,” 


and creation of a department to 
salvage those coming from prison 
camps and to save them from 
criminal tendencies, were recom- 
mended Saturday by Solicitor 
Bond Almand, of the criminal 
court. 

Almand filed his annual report 
showing that of the 6,899 cases 
docketed for the year 6,776 were 
tried and that fines paid totaled 
$69,298.13 while cost of operating 
office was $31,780.22. 

The Humane Thing to Do. 

“What we need is a public in- 
stitution, midway between convict 
camp and an_=e asylum, where 
through medical care and whole- 
some outdoor work these persons 
lu- 
natics, can be rehabilitated,” Al- 
mand said in his recommendations. 
“It would be the humane thing 
to do for this class of persons and 
the public woulda be protected.” 

In connection with designation 
of a department to confer with, 
encourage and help. those dis- 
charged from public works camps, 
Almand repeated a recommenda- 
tion made in 1939 by Judge John 
S. McClelland, who was solicitor 
of the same court before his eleva- 
tion to judgeship. 

Almand said the cost of operat- 
ing the solicitor’s office in 1939 
was $4.70 per case, as compared 
to $6.70 in 1929. 

Creation of another division of 
the court has expedited trial of 
cases, enabled solicitors and courts 
to give each case more time, and 
during 1939, 277 jury trials were 


‘held at the demand of defendants, 
‘the largest number in history.
